In 1854 he started on another cruise as 
master of the same vessel. and was gone 
four years to a day; 1858 found him chief 
mate of the Ironsides, a large mer- 
chantiman sailing between New Orleans 
and Liverpool. About the last important 
voyage which he made wus in the mer- 
chantman, ‘‘Mary Ogden.“ a trip which 
lasted 18 months, to the East Indies and 
Red Sea. In 1863 he enlisted in the 4th 
Mass. cavalry, with the Andover boys 
and served also as hospital steward. 
Just prior to his enlistment he was for a 
year or two in business in the Jesse. Sar. 
gent store, with Charles Radcliffe. It is 
a remarkable fact that during all the 
years of his seafaring life he never met 
with a mishap. notwithstanding all the 
dangers to which his vessels were sub- 
jectedin the northern seas. After the 
war he settled down afd adopted the 
trade of a machinist, working in the lo- 
eal factory for several.years. He was 
also for several years a town constable.
